Agrees to Buffer 


SAN JOSE, Costa Rice, Jem 
20 (#—Costa Rica and Nicaragua 
agreed today on a plan to bottle 
up hostilities in Costa Rica with 
a neutral buffer zone astride 
their common border northwest 
of the present battle area. The 
agreement was announced by the 
Organization of American States 
peace commission. 


Costa Rican general staff com- 
munique said the government’s 
U.S.-supplied F51 Mustang fighter 
planes today strafed La Cruz, 
main rebel base on the north- 
west sector, and blasted a rebel 
convoy on the Inter-American 
Highway, damaging the convoy 
heavily. 

All four of the fighters just 
bought from the United States 
flew today, but only two can go 
into action at the same time be- 
cause the pilots have only two 
helmets of the type necessary for 
fighting.

Is U.N. Problem 


Nothing of the moment is more seri- 
ous than the Chinese Communist attacks 
on the islands about Formosa, held, or 
once held, by the Nationalist forces of 
Chiang Kai-shek based on Formosa. 


They probably won't, but they could 
get us into a war. A big, atomic war. 

They likely will not because neither of 
the great forces involved want it to come 
to that. But, destiny sometimes nullifies 
intentions. 
. There is just one force involved which 
Wants war. 

That is Chiang Kai-shek. His only 
“out” is war. He cannot exist as a leader 
6r minor power without a world war in 
which he is sustained by the United 
States. 

Therefore, it is not at all beyond the 
fealm of possibility that he may, with 
studiéd calculation, do something which 
will precipitate fighting into which we 
will be drawn. Our fleet is there. We are 
pledged to fight if he and Formosa are 
attacked. 

Meanwhile, President Eisenhower, 
after due consultation with the State De- 
partment, has reversed the administra- 
tion policy. The move now is to seek a 
cease fire through the United Nations. 
We may prayerfully hope it will succeed. 
But it almost certainly will not succeed— 
at least without some concession on our 
part—which Chiang Kai-shek almost 
surely would in turn reject. It is tragically 
late for a U.N. attempt. 


President Harry S. Truman tentatively 
moved, through Dean Acheson and the 
Department of State, to have the Formosa 
issue submitted to the United Nations. 


It was rejected violently by the oppo- 
sition which claimed such a policy was 
but a part of the Communist appeasement 
carried on by Acheson, Truman, and the 
Democrats. It was the same sort of dirt 
which Vice President Nixon peddled dur- 
ing the November campaign. 

The Republicans, aided by a few Dem- 
ocrats, screamed in rage. i. they wanted 
to unleash Chiang—to turn this tiger loose 
to fight the Reds. 

And, they did it. One of the first 
steps of the Eisenhower administration, 
proclaimed in big black headlines and 
announced in between panting breaths of 
radio and TV tommentators, was “to 
“unleash Chiang.” 

But, nothing happened. The tiger, un- 
leashed, did nothing. 

Later, the Seventh Fleet—which 
Harry Truman sent there to protect 
Chiang, was once again ordered to defend 
Formosa. 

Now, the Eisenhower administration, 
having ‘come the full circle, admits what 
the Democrats tried to tell the nation— 
Chiang Kai-shek does not have a for- 
midable force. He cannot attack the main- 
land—without full and complete U.S. air 
and naval backing. He cannot defend his 
islands without vast U.S. naval and air 
support. 

We long ago should have made up our 
minds about Chiang and Formosa. For the 
Eisenhower “unleashers” of Chiang now 
to seek and turn the mess over to the U.N. 
is a tragic revelation of how little that 
administration knew about the matter— 
and how badly they have led us. 

Sen. Knowland, an honest, sincere 
man, and therefore more likely to do 
grave damage, wants us to do something. 
He wants us to stop the Communist 
“nibbling” of islands near Formosa. He 
says he does not want to go to war. But 
he wants “action.” The senator, despite 
the fact he is an honest and patriotic 
man, needs to be honest with himself 
and then say exactly what it is he wants 
the United States to do. 

If he wants to commit the Seventh 
Fleet and our air force to combat for 
Chiang he owes it to us so to say. 

It seems to us that President Eisen- 
hower is right—as President Truman and 
Dean Acheson were right, years ago. The 
U.N. is the place for Formosa: 

We just hope it isn’t too late. 

And we trust the Eisenhower admin- 
istration will learn a little humility now 
that it seeks to put its unleashed tiger in 
the U.N. compound ... where it belonged 
all along. 
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Governor’s Study Group 


To Consider the Future 


The first six months of the adminis- 
tration of Gov. Marvin Griffin and the 
current session of the General Assembly 
are committed to maintaining the status 
quo as far as state finances are con- 
cerned. 


But after next July 1, there may be 
 Plaeetor new taxes to finance Georgia's 


called the State Program Study Commit- 
tee to recommend a four-year plan for 
the administration, and methods of fi- 
nancing it. Singled out for particular at- 
tention were the departments of education, 
highway, welfare and health, which 
consume more than 90 per cent of the 
state’s income. 


The study group is to report on June 
15, two weeks before the beginning of 
the new fiscal year and about three 
months before the governor figures the 
$11,000,000 surplus he inherited from the 
Talmadge -administration will be ex- 
hausted. 


Gov. Griffin estimated state income 
for this fiscal year at $225,000,000, and 
spending for the same period at $10,000,- 
000 more. He pointed out rather force- 
fully that the demands of the four big 
state departments for funds would in- 
crease, due to Georgia’s expanding econ- 
omy and population and the demand for 
more and better state services. 


On the first of July next, Georgia ends 
a year of spending considerably more 
than her income and faces a year of 
financial uncertainty. The future largely 
depends on the recommendations of the 
governors study committee in whose 
deliberations he most certainly will play 
an important part; and on the attitude of 
the General Assembly toward this com- 
mittee’s report. 


For the time being this study com- 
tee is the most important factor in the 
state. Its recommendations probably will 
be the blueprint for the next four years. 
The -continued progress of Georgia and 
her people will be determined by the 
wisdom, foresight and integrity of its 
members. 


Teen-Age Electrocutions - 


Are a Barbaric Practice 


Fulton County Rep. Muggsy Smith will 
introduce a bill in the House of Repre- 
sentatives to prohibit electrocution of 
teen-agers. It deserves the support of 
legislators and the public alike. 


Capital punishment for any age group 
always has been a question for debate. 
But whether we approve of the idea of 
capital punishment or not, execution of 
juveniles is barbaric and revolting. Under 
the present law, teen-agers over 14 can 
be given the death sentence. 


In the last two years, seven teen- 
agers have been electrocuted in Georgia. 
Their deaths are on the consciences of all 
of us. It is high time that it was ended 
and Rep. Smith is to be commended for 
taking the initiative. 

Despite our alarm about juvenile de- 
linquency, few teen-agers are habitual 
criminals and few are beyond redemp- 
tion. The trouble should be attacked at 
its source—our homes, our schools, our 
community institutions and our churches 
should take a look to find out where they 
have failed.

It is, of course, only coincidental that 
the two greatest heroes of the Confed- 
eracy, Robert E. Lee and Stonewall Jack- 
son, were both born in January. Lee’s 
birthday was Wednesday. Today is 
Jackson’s. 

The colorful Jackson established pat- 
terns of warfare that enabled the Con- 
federacy to achieve near miracles. He 
inspired confidence and loyalty among his 
soldiers that made them go into battle 
with but one thought—to win. He so 
confused the “enemy” and their generals 
that victory for the Confederates often 
seemed within grasp. 

His personal life was exemplary. The 
examples he set of character, devotion to 
duty and integrity have inspired many 
generations of his countrymen. 

Shot by his own men in that unfor- 
tunate mistake at Chancellorsville, Gen. 
Jackson died on May 10, 1863. His dying 
words were prophetic, “No, no, let us cross 
over the river and rest under the shade 
of the trees.” 


And perhaps the words of a clergyman 
at the unveiling of a monument to Jack- 
son in New Orleans some years later are 
more true than any of us realize: 

“When in Thy inscrutable wisdom, 
Oh Lord, Thou didst ordain that the Con- 
federacy should fall, then didst find it 
necessary to remove Thy servant Stone- 
wall Jackson, Amen!” 

All of the men who fought under 
Jackson carried this conviction with them 
to their graves.

South’s Control of Congress 


The Southerners are in control of Congress again and the tired 


question is around once more: 


‘Who won the Civil War?” 


This question remains: How is it that Southerners—representing 
only a section of the country geographically, a minority of the popu- 
lation and a fraction of the Democratic Party—come to this great 


power time after time? 

The answer has three parts. 
First, the South has a one-party 
political system — Democratic. 
Second, this system, plus voting 
habits, results in reelecting sena- 
tors and representatives. Third, 
the tradition of congressional sen- 
jority assures the man who can 
consistently win reelection of even- 
tually coming to a committee 
chairmanship. 

Two Congressional Directory ta- 
bles show how these factors com- 
bine to assure Southern domina- 
tion of Congress whenever the 
Democrats become the majority 
party. They ar@ titled ‘Continuous 
Service.” That dealing with the 
Senate shows that 15 of the first 
20 Democrats listed are Southern- 
ers. The House table shows 16 of 
the first 20 Democrats to be South- 
erners. 


It is an interesting sidelight that, 
in the 84th Congress, men from 
three Southerg states will exercise 
unusually disproportionate power. 
Texas packs the biggest wallop 
with Senate Leader Johnson and 
House Speaker Rayburn. Georgia 
is next with Sen.

Russell the Armed Services 
Committee and Carl Vinson the 
House Armed Services group. Vir- 
ginia ranks third with Sen. Byrd

There's no good reason to think 
this situation of Southern control, 
whén Democrats are in power, is 
going to change for a long time. 
Republican efforts to break the 
Democratic stranglehold on the 
South never get far. The Southern 
liking for its men in office is not 
going to disappear overnight. And 
no realist would Se any fore- 


seeable flight from the seniority 
tradition in Congress. 

The country can be glad, then, 
for the fact that there is another 
tradition below the Mason-Dixon 
line. It is that able men consider 
it a duty and privilege to seek 
congressional office. This is why, 
when Southerners do take over, as 
in the new 84th, they are always 
experienced and usually compe- 
tent.

Ike Can Be Judged 
By His Actions Now 


WASHINGTON—After being in office two full 
years this week, the Eisenhower administration 
can begin to be appraised by its actions, not 


merely by its promises. 


On the basis of this record there are two main criticisms which 
come at the administration from two different directions for different 


reasons. 

The right-wing Republican com- 
plaint is that Mr. Eisenhower is 
foisting the welfare state on the 
country in the name of conserva- 
tism. — 

The left-wing Democratic com- 
plaint is that Mr. Eisenhower is 
foisting, “‘economic reaction’’ on 
the country_in-thé name of hu- 
manitarianism. 

Politically, the Eisenhower ad- 
ministration considers itself con- 
servative because it stands op- 
posed to drawing to Washington 
more and more power and control 
over everything and anything. It 
stands against what it calls the 
“Federal Fixation’’—the belief that 
the best solution or the only so- 
lution or at least the easiest quick 
solution to any problem anywhere 
in the U.S. is to pass a federal 
law, appropriate a billion dollars 
and spend it as fast as possible. 

The administration aims to ar- 
rest the trend towatd concentra- 
tion of political and economic 
power in the Federal Government. 
It believes that distributed power— 
distributed among the people, the 
states’ and the Federal Govern- 
ment—will be better for every- 
body, will bring more individual 
freedom, greater economic growth. 

Economically, the Eisenhower 
administration considers itself con- 
servative because it believes that 
American competitive enterprise 
will be more productive, more

WASHINGTON—In his messages to Congress 
President Eisenhower harps constantly and re- 
“partnership” idea, so-called, 


peatedly upon his 


resilient, more expanding without 
minute governmental direction. Its 
aim is to try to produce the best 
possible climate in which labor 
and management can do their job 
but not to attempt to Grect the 
rain drops. 

The administration tateoia the 
view ofthe so-called libera! econo- 
mists that if the economy fails to 
produce at any time the maximum 
of which it is capable, this is some 
kind of crime against posterity and 
justifies any form of governmental 
intervention. It frankly believes 
that we; will. not have. an un- 
wrinkled econonty, without some 
ups and downs as during the past 
two years, that federal influence 
should be largely preventive, not 
remedial and that the over-all eco- 
nomic expansion will be greater 
if competitive enterprise doesn’t 
have the government dosing it 
every time it has a stomach ache. 

Is the Eisenhower administration 
humanitarian without embracing 
the welfare state? It believes it is. 
It believes that the social welfare 
measures initiated by the New 
Deal and somewhat expanded 
during the past two years, are ¢co- 
nomically justifiable and economi- 
cally beneficial when they are sus- 
tained by a competitive enterprise 
without. continuous government in- 
tervention and when they are not 
conceived as a means of re 
distributing the wealth.

Viewing with pride successful 
efforts to confine the recent eco- 
nomic slump, the President said 
the vigor of recovery activities 
already had made up half of the 
preceding decline in industrial 
production. 

On the optimistic side, he sum- 
marized the picture as follows: 

“A further expansion of con- 
sumer spending may reasonably 
be expected; we are soon likely 
to experience some rebuilding of 
inventories; the decline of fed- 
eral spending next year will be 
less rapid than during the last 
two years; state and local ex- 
penditures will probably con- 
tinue.to expand; the outlook for 
housing and commercial con- 
struction continues to be good; 
there is a prospect that plant 
and equipment expenditures may 
turn upward, as the general eco- 
nomic advance proceeds; the out- 
look for export demand is 
brightened by the economic re- 
surgence of an ever-widening 
area of the free world.” 

He warned, however, that 
economic recovery might be 
jeopardized ‘‘by over-emphasis of 
speculative activity,” and he cau- 
tioned Congress to concentrate 
its activities om measures that 
would foster long-term economic 
growth “rather than toward im- 
parting an immediate upward 
thrust to economic activity,” 
Government, he said, must be 
ever mindful ‘“‘of its great re- 
sponsibility to help assure bal- 
anced economic growth.”’ 


RISK INVESTMENTS 


“Further efforts to reduce fed- 
eral expenditures, together with 
increasing revenues from a tax 
base growing as the economy ex- 
pands, should make possible some 
additional general tax reductions 
next year,”’ the President added. 
‘Progress should then also be 
made in further lowering tax 
barriers to the free flow of funds 
into risk-taking and job-creating 
investments. 

“Government should persist in

Thousands of inquiries on recent changes in the Social 
Security law are coming into the Atlanta Social Security 
office, Joseph R. Murphy, district manager, reported. 


Answers to some of those ques- 
tions may help you. 

The Atlanta Constitution’s series 
of articles designed to “brief” 
you on your financial stake in 
Uncle. Sam’s gigantic insurance 
system has attempted to give you 
a clear picture of Social Security. 

But no newspaper series can 
hope to do more than hit the high 
spots. 

“BE INFORMED” 

Murphy repeats some good ad- 
vice: “It’s vital to be informed 
of your rights in the Social Se 
curity program. Get the facts at 
your nearest Social Security of- 
fice !"’ 

Murphy and his staff selected 
some typical questions posed to 


them. These questions and an-| 
swers are presented here to end) 


The Constitution’s series of 12 
articles on Social Security. 

Q. Is Social Security all I need 
to take care of me in my old 
age? 

A. No. Social Security retire- 
ment benefits were never intend- 
ed to be more than a substantial | 
base to which you must add your 
own savings and life insurance 
protection. Remember that life | 
expectancy beyond 65 is increas- | 
ing: it is wise to prepare for your | 
old age by careful planning and 
systematic savings. 

Q. I am 66 years old and work- | 
ing part-time. How much can I 


earn in a year and still collect | 


full Social Security retirement

. $1,200 a year under the new 
Mes which went into effect Jan. 
1, 1955. 
BIRTH CERTIFICATE? 
Q. Do I need a birth certificate | 
to apply for my old age benefits? | 
A. No, it is not’ essential. The 
Social Security office will accept | 
other types of proof, including 


Bible records, insurance policies, | 4 


and voting, census, draft, and 
marriage records. 

Q. I work for a large corpora- | 
tion and will be eligible for a pen- 
sion from the company’s retire- 
ment plan. Will the company pen- 
sion keep me from drawing ®-| 
cial Security? 

A. No; you ean receive both. 
The company pension is not con- 
sidered earnings. 


Q. What is the top mosiiily | 
benefit payable under fhe new) 


law, and when will eligible re- 
tired persons receive it? 

A. $108.50—payable for the first 
time in April, 1956. (Between now 
and that date, under*the law 
which gears benefit payments to 
your Social Security ‘account’ 
based on your previous earnings, 
top payments will move from 
$98.50 toward the new maximum.) 


LOWEST PAYMENT $30 

Q. What is the ldwest Social Se- 
curity payment made to a retired 
worker? 

A. $30 a month (paid to persons 
whose average monthly earnings 
were $45 or less). 

Q. I receive Social Security now 
end plan to move to Mexico for 
about a year. Can I receive my 
Social Security checks there? 

A.. Yes.

HIGHEST BENEFIT 

Q. I am 65 and my husband is 
about to retire. I also worked un- 
der Social Security at one time. 
Should I apply for a wife’s bene- 
fit or my own retirement bene- 
fit? . 

A. The Social Security office 
will automatically figure both 
types and pay you the highest 
one. 

Q. I lost my Social Security 
card. What do I do? 

A. Apply for a duplicate at 
\your nearest Social Security of- 
fice or get: an application from 
your post office. You will be sent 
a duplicate card with your same 
number. 

Q. Through divorce I changed 
my name back to my maiden 
name. Should I notify the Social 
Security office? 

_ A. Yes. Get a new Social Secu- 
‘rity card which will show the 
‘name you now use. 

Q. Is there any charge for any 
of the services of the Social Se- 
‘curity office? 

A. No.
